To  gTant  certain  lands  to  Brigham  Young  University  for  educa¬ 
tional  purposes.

3  That  the  following  described  tract  of  land  situate  within  the 

4  Wasatch  National  Forest,  count}-  of  Utah,  State  of  Utah, 

5  beginning  at  a  point  south  12  chains  from  the  northwest 

6  corner  of  section  10,  township  5  south,  range  3  east,  Salt 

7  Lake  base  and  meridian,  and  running  thence  south  40 

8  chains,  w-est  40  chains,  north  40  chains,  and  east  40  chains 

9  to  the  place  of  beginning,  is  hereby  granted  and  conveyed 

10  to  Brigham  Young  University,  a  corporation  of  the  State 

11  of  Utah,  on  the  payment  of  #1.25  per  acre  bv  said  univer- 

12  sity  to  the  United  States;  to  have  and  to  hold  said  lands 

13  to  its  use  and  behoof  forever  for  educational  purposes: 
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1  Provided ,  That  the  grant  hereby  made  is,  and  the  patent 

2  issued  hereunder  shall  be.  subject  to  all  legal  rights  hereto- 

3  fore  acquired  by  any  person  or  persons  in  or  to  the  above- 

4  described  premises,  or  any  part  thereof,  and  now  existing 

5  under  and  bv  virtue  of  the  laws  of  the  United  States. 
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
